She turned over the contents of her cage, but also 
tripped a si le n t. a la rm and activat ed a ca m e ra The bandit 
fled through a back door and drove away in a waiting car 
The assistant manager and a service station attendant 
who were outside spotted the car speeding away. Since the 
car had no license plate, the two suspected something was 
wrong and decided to pursue it. They chased it: east along 
a county road In the meantime. Whiteland Tow n Marshal 
Otto Lewis responded to the silent alarm and made it a 
three-car chase. Lewis turned on his red light and Fow ler 
pulled over 
He then surrendered to Lewis without 
resistance. 


Mutilated Bodies Found

mutilated bodies of three young women and two children 
were discovered Tuesday in their blood splattered 
apartment. The murders apparently occurred during the 
night. A neighbor told police someone knocked at his door 
after midnight but he did not answ er A short time later he 
said ne heard someone apparently knocking at the vic­ 
tims. door but he heard no indications of a struggle. “The 
three ladies were assaulted criminally and in other 
ways," said Medical Examiner Feliks Gwozdz. "It looks 
like a typical sexually oriented situation. It is one of the 
worst situations I've seen in a long time.” The victims 
were stabbed to death and cut. apparently w ith a butcher 
knife found in the apartment.

One of the earliest, greatest, 
and most honored “professional 
evangelist” will be honored 
Sunday, 
at special 
services 
planned by the Big Flat rock 
Christian Church, in southwest 
Rush County. That date marks 
the 140th birthdav anniversary 
of Knowles Shaw, the “Singing 
Evangelist,” who preached his 
first sermon at the church. 
Knowles Shaw, an early 
resident of Rush County, went 
on to attain world prominence 
as the leading evangelist, of his 
time and the writer of 119 
hymns—the most popular of 
which was “Bringing in the 
Sheaves.” As an evangelist of 
the Disciples of Christ, he is 
credited for bringing in over 
20,000 persons to Christ. 
Knowles Shaw Sr., grand­ 
father of the Rev. Knowles 
Shaw, was born in. England May 
18,1757. He was a minister of the 
gospel and served as chaplain in 
George W ashington's arm y. 
Shaw Avenue in Cincinnati, 
Ohio was named for him. 
His son, Alban Shaw III, was 
born November 4, 1810 in Butler 
County, Ohio, and died Sep­ 
tember 4, 1847 in Moscow. 
The Rev. Knowles Shaw, son 
of Alban Shaw III, was born 
October 13, 1834 in Butler 
County, Ohio and was brought 
by his parents to Rush County in 
1834. the family settling on the 
Dave Alter, Sr. Farm, one and 
one-half miles south of the Big 
Flatrock Church.

When he was 13 years old, his 
father died, the son and family- 
experiencing the difficulties and 
privations of pioneer life to the 
fullest 
extent. 
With 
grim 
determination, the Rev. Mr.. 
Shaw overcame obstacles, the 
trait 
which 
becam e 
so 
prominent in his later life. 
His mother was married to 
James Whitinger in 1852 and the 
family moved to a farm across 
the road from the Big Flatrock 
Church. His stepfather was a 
violinist and a music teacher 
and taught Knowles Shaw to 
play the violin, his first in­ 
struction in music. He became a 
splendid violinist. 
The Rev. Mr. Shaw became a 
Christian under the preaching of 
Elder Gabriel McDuffey and 
was baptized in Mud Creek near 
Homer 
by 
Elder 
George 
Thomas. He was ordained a. 
minister in the Christian church 
at Milroy and soon entered into 
the evangelistic field and be­ 
came one of the most noted and 
successful evangelists of his 
time. 
He soon began to compose and 
set to music gospel songs and 
probably was one of the most 
prolific of all 
church 
song 
writers. 


The Rev. Mr. Shaw was killed 
in 1,878 when the train he was 
traveling from Dallas, Texas to 
McKinley; Texas plunged from 
the rails. He was on his way to 
hold 
one 
of 
his 
many 
evangelistic services. 
His last words were “It’s a. 
glorious thing to rally people to 
the cross of Christ.” These last 
words are included on the in­ 
scription on a stone marker in 
front of the Big Flatrock Church 
dedicated in honor of Knowles 
Shaw In 1939. 
The special services to be held 
at the church on October 13 will 
begin at 8:30 a.m. at the East 
Hill Cemetery in Rushville at 
the Rev. Shaw’s grave where a 
brief memorial service will be 
held under the direction of 
Robert McNevin, minister of the 
Big Flatrock Christian Church. 
The services will then 'be 
moved to the church. Following 
regular morning worship ser­ 
vices the carry-in dinner at noon 
will be followed, at 1:30 by the 
annual 
Knowles 
Shaw 
Homecoming Day program . 
Guest speaker will be James 
Scott, Rush County school 
teacher and historian. The 
public is invited to attend all 
services.

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NO NEWS ISN’T GOOD NEWS 
There’s an old saying which asserts “No news is good 
news.” 


You’ve heard it many tim es. It m eans that when you 
are apprehensive of bad news, and none com es along, it’s 
a happy circum stance, a happy nonevent. In proper 
perspective, it’s a term probably all of us have used. 


Translated literally, however, it’s a meaningless 
saying because, after ail, it's not “ good news'" to have 
“no new s.” Quite the contrary is true 


Sunday, October 6, m arks the beginning of National 
Newspaper Week. It's a brief period during which public 
attention is focused on the nation's press and the im ­ 
portant role it plays in everyone’s life. 


No news? Or newspapers? What a catastrophe that 
would be 


It was Thomas Jefferson who said “Were it left for me 
to decide whether we should have governm ent without 
newspapers or newspapers without governm ent, I should 
not hesitate for a moment to prefer the latter.’’ 


But Jefferson added this significant stipulation: “ But 
I should mean that every man should receive those papers, 
and be capable of reading them 


Newspapers are a m irror of a community. They tell 
its achievem ents. They also tell its deficiencies. In some 
ways, even “bad news” is reassuring because it stands as 
proof that disquieting developments are not being hidden 
by the press 


Let an airplane crash and the people soon know about 
it, thanks not only to the press but to radio and television. 
In contrast, the government-controlled Soviet press does 
not give coverage to airline accidents within the U.S.S.R. 
That's Just one example of what happens when the press 
is shackled. But it serves to illustrate our point.

Harrison built the house in 
1875, living next door to Lyman 
S. Ayres of departm ent store 
fam e. 
After an unsuccessful bid for 
Governor, lost to Jam es D. 
Williams by some 5,000 votes, 
Harrison was elected to the U. S. 
Sentate for four years. He was a 
strong advocate for Civil Ser­ 


vice 
reform 
when 
m ost 
politicians 
favored 
the 
patronage system. Defeated for 
re-election in 1886, he left 
Washington, not expecting to 
retu rn . 
H ow ever, 
he 
was 
nominated for President and 
went on to defeat G rover 
Cleveland, who received more 
popular votes but less in the 
E lecto ral College. C leveland 
returned to defeat Harrison four 
years later, becoming the only 
president to serve two non- 
conseeutive term s. 
Harrison was m arried twice. 
His first wife died in the White 
House in 1892, and he m arried 
her widowed niece. 
Carolyn 
Scott Harrison is famous in her 
own right. A talented artist, 
many of her original water 
colors hang in the restored 
home. Included is one study 
combining oil and w ater colors, 
along with the hand painted 
presidential china she designed. 
She served as the first President 
General of the National Society 
of 
the 
D aughters 
of 
the 
A m erican 
R evolution, 
and 
m em bers of the local chapter 
named after her still volunteer 
for guide duty in the home. 
The Home was next door to 
the Arthur Jordan College of 
Music, and was purchased by 
the Jordan Foundation from the 
widow of the president in 1937. 
She lived in the home after the 
form er president’s death. The 
home was used as a dormitory 
for the women attending the 
music college, until the school 
was given to Butler University 
in 1951. 
During the dormitory days, 
the first floor had been restored 
as a museum for visitors. Later, 
the second and third floors were 
restored. Dresses which had 
been packed in tobacco leaves 
during the move from the White 
House w ere unpacked and 
placed on display, along with 
many original furnishings such 
as a baby bed and early rocker 
with folding sides. 
Much of the political cam ­ 
paign was conducted from the 
house rather than on the road, 
and more than 300,000 cam e to 
h e a r the future presidents 
rem arks. A window from the 
study rises into the ceiling, 
perm itting access to a small 
side porch where off-the-cuff 
speeches were m ade to visitors. 
Restoring the home has left 
the natural look, and you expect 
to see family m em bers enter. It 
has also been m ade functional, 
w ith public m eeting room s 
available.

The 
auto industry’s new hero, the 
catalytic converter, has m ade it 
possible to reduce the pollution 
output of an autom obile 
on 
which it is placed and at the

m oney in m aintenance and in 
gas m ileage. T here is a. fly in 'the 
ointm ent, though, in the form of 
non-leaded fuel. 
The catalytic converter is a 
m uffler-type device that will be 
used on about 80 per cent of the 
1975 model 
autom obiles. 
I t’s 
purpose is to reduce the hydro­ 
carbon (Pollution) output in c a r 
e x h a u st, w hich it does* by 
g rea ter than 50 per cent over the 
1974 m odels. This com plies w ith 
clean a ir stan d ard s set down by 
the E nvironm ental Protection 
Agency. 
At the sam e tim e, this allow s 
the engine to be' tuned to get 
m a x im u m 
p e r f o r m a n c e , 
w hereas before, it had been 
turned 
to 
accom m odate 
low 
em ission of hydro-carbons. This 
will m ean longer life for spark 
p lu g s, 
fe w e r 
oil 
c h a n g e s , 
cleaner exhaust and increased 
engine perform ance. There will 
also be a 15 p er cent increase in 
gas m ileage for ca rs equipped 
with a catalytic converter. 
The increased gas m ileage is 


not w ithout cost though. Any car 
using, a cataly tic converter is 
forced, to use non-leaded fuel 
which will cost 2 cents to 3 cents 
higher p e r gallon, then regular 
grades. As of Ju ly l t 1974, all 
stations pum ping 200,900 gallons 
of gas or m ore annually was 
required 
to offer non-leaded 
fuel. This affected about half of 
all service stations in the nation.

proxim ately 60 p er cent of all 
stations will be pum ping non- 
leaded fuel by the tim e 1975 cars 
a re being sold.
